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Masks optional 
for students at 
Aug. 30 return

_ Masks for students will be optional when 
they return to school Aug. 30 in the Van 
Buren Public Schools. 

At Monday’s school board meeting, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak said he had 
announced to parents last Friday that masks 
will be optional for students regardless of 
their vaccination status, but faculty will 
wear masks if they are not vaccinated or if 
they wish to wear masks. 

He said bus drivers and everyone on the 
school buses have to wear masks under 
federal law. 

Supt. Kudlak said if the coronavirus 
breaks out in a school, masks could be 
mandated for a short time. 

He said federal and state health experts 
have not mandated masks for schools. 

“Families have to make the decisions 
on what’s best for their kids,” said board 
president Amy Pearce. 

The district is offering in-person learning, 
but students could take up virtual learning 
through a company not using district 
teachers. Supt. Kudlak said district teachers 
are mentoring these students to make sure 
they are doing well. 

President Pearce said the Belleville High 
School Marching Band is having band 
camp here at home. She said it is nice at the 
end of the day that the students can come 
home and shower. She said half of the band 
-- the freshmen and sophomores -- have 
never marched before because of COVID. 

Pearce said she was at the school earlier 
that day because of the band camp and it 
was good to see students at the pool and 
soccer field. She said they are starting to 
get the energy back at the school and that’s 
great to see.

VBT selects Frank Rewold & Sons as construction manager

Frank Rewold & Sons of Rochester 
was selected out of eight bids to be the 
construction manager for the new Van 
Buren Township community center. 

The VBT Board of Trustees members 
present voted unanimously at their Aug. 
3 zoom meeting to approve Rewold, 
following the recommendation by a team 
from the Community Services/Public 
Services Department. 

Absent and excused from the Aug. 3 
meeting were Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
and Treasurer Sharry Budd. Clerk Leon 
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Wright presided at the meeting. 

The contract will include a not-to- 
exceed cost of $19,740 for preconstruction 
services that will take place in 2021. After 
the preconstruction phase, the firm’s fee 
for scope of services is 2.25% of the cost 
of work. 

The final costs will be confirmed in 
a future guaranteed maximum price 
amendment when bids are awarded for 
project construction, said Elizabeth 
Renaud, director of community services. 

Now, the project design can begin. 
The community center is expected to be 
completed in the spring of 2023. 

Board members agreed that they were 
very impressed with Rewold’s credentials. 
Trustee Don Boynton said he drove out and 
looked at buildings they did and was very 
impressed.

On July 15, President Joseph R. Biden, Jr.

Or that, 
President Biden issued a proclamation on 
Atomic Veterans July 15.She said there had 
been no media coverage on the President’s 
action and she didn’t know about it until 
she was alerted by a friend. 


my professional career, and not long before 
our move to the Belleville area, I was 
instrumental in the creation of the ECIC, 
to more comprehensively and collectively 
advance early childhood resources, and 
maximize the most fertile stage of human 
development.” 

Peters is chairperson of the elected board 
of directors of the Belleville Area District 
Library.

While Clark is grateful the President 
is acknowledging Atomic Veterans, she 
would like to have the day recognized 
every year. She would like the state to do 
it, if not the nation. 

Clark’s father was an Atomic Veteran 
and was present for 11 nuclear tests. She 
wonders if the family suffered from this 
radiation her father carried. Her mother 
had brain cancer and she wonders if it was 
from handling his clothes. Her two sisters 
suffer from cancers and her brothers have 
weak immune systems. Clark is healthy. 

“President Biden brought it out nationally, 
but just for one day,” Clark said, noting 
these soldiers should be remembered 
forever forward. 

President Joseph R. Biden Jr.’s July 15 
proclamation reads, in part: 

On July 16, 1945, the United States 
detonated the world’s first nuclear device 
in Alamogordo, New Mexico. Better know 
by its code name, “Trinity,” the successful 
test of the first atomic bomb brought forth a 
new age of science that changed the lives 
of many of those who served in our Armed 
Forces, and forever altered the nature and 


Belleville DDA votes to partner with

Belleville City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson told members of the 
Downtown Development Authority that 
since the Independent put the proposal to 
use goats to trim the banks along Belleville 
Lake on its front page, he got a quote for 
$5,000. 

He said policy is to get sealed bids for 
something of that cost, so he went to 
Pioneer Landscaping and got a bid, which 
is less than the goats, and he’s waiting for 
a third bid so he can present them to the 
council. 

At the July 21 zoom meeting of the DDA, 
Chief Robinson said that he has been 
looking into past operations and he found 
one year the DDA paid for trimming the 
bank and one year the city paid, alternating. 


“Td like your opinion about going 50- 
50 with the city,’ Chief Robinson said, 
noting the bank is overgrown all the way to 
Johnny’s restaurant. 

He said he got one quote for $20,000 
to cut the bank, but it would be $50,000 
if they removed everything. That quote 
wasn’t being considered. 

“It’s obviously something that needs to 
be done,” he said, adding then there would 
need to be a monthly thing where you cut 
what’s sprouted up or do a mass planting 
of daylilies that are impossible to kill but 
would be nice looking from the lake. 

“If we really want our parks to be 
pristine, and I think we really do, we have 
to find out the true cost of taking care of the 
parks,” he said. 

Chief Robinson said he wants to bid 
everything they need to do and have a

On National Atomic Veterans Day, 
we recognize and honor the contributions 
of America’s Atomic Veterans for their 
sacrifice and dedication to our Nation’s 
security and recommit to supporting our 
Atomic Veterans and educating ourselves 
on the role these patriots played in our 
national story. 

Atomic Veterans served our Nation with 
distinction, but their service came at a great 
cost. Many developed health conditions 


due to radiation exposure, yet because they 
were not able to discuss the nature of their 
service, they were unable to seek medical 
care or disability compensation from the 
Department of Veterans affairs for their 
illnesses. Decades later in 1996, the United 
States Congress repealed the Nuclear 
Radiation and Secrecy Agreements Act, 
allowing Atomic Veterans to tell their stories 
and file for benefits. By then, thousands 
of Atomic Veterans had died without their 
families knowing the true extent of their 
service. 

Our Nation has one truly sacred obligation: 
to properly prepare and equip our troops 
when we send them into harm’s way, and 
to care for them and their families when 
they return from service. As Commander 
in Chief, | am committed to fulfilling our 
obligation to the Atomic Veterans and their 
families and ensuring that all of our Nation’s 
veterans have timely access to needed 
services, medical care, and benefits. 

On this National Atomic Veterans Day, 
our country remembers the service and 
sacrifices of Atomic Veterans.

Some VBT residents had hoped the 
township’s new community center would 
have a pool for them to use, but that’s not 
going to happen. Pools are too expensive to 
maintain, they are told. 

Well, the taxpayers are paying off the 
bonds for BHS, which includes a wonderful 
pool. 

Ion was a custodian for the school 
district for 24 years before his retirement. 
He remembers when senior citizens could 
come in during special hours during the 
day to use the pool. 

He said if paying the lifeguard is the 
problem, he’s sure the seniors would pay 
a couple of dollars apiece to finance the 
lifeguard. Residents of Belleville, VBT, 
and Sumpter are a part of the school district 
and should be able to use the pool. 

Ion also asked for members of the 
community to be allowed to use the track 
for exercise the way they used to. 

Ion warned people aren’t going to vote 
for school projects in the future if they are 
kept from using the facilities they paid for. 
Now that senior citizens know they are not 
getting a pool in VBT, maybe it’s time for 
them to push for use of their BHS pool.

Wayne County informed Van Buren 
Township at 3:55 p.m. Tuesday, Aug. 3, that 
it would be redoing the surface of Belleville 
Road between the freeway and the city of 
Belleville starting Thursday morning, Aug. 
5. Traffic should be snarled up for about 
three weeks. 

The VBT DDA had fixed the sidewalks 
and asked the county about fixing Belleville 
Road. It was considered a “shovel-ready” 
project and scheduled at once. 

They started putting out cones on the 
shoulder of Belleville Road early Tuesday 
afternoon before they even let Van Buren 
Township know that they were coming. 

They’ll be cutting out portions of the road 
for replacement and so it should be quite 
difficult to drive through that area for a 
while, but then it will really be nice. 

Sumpter Township alerted us on Wednesday 
afternoon, Aug. 4, that its township hall 
would be closed until Friday, Aug. 6. 
Although the township called the reason 
an “unforeseeable circumstance,” I’ve been 
told someone tested positive for COVID. I 
think this is the third sudden closing of the 
township hall for a positive virus case. 

After an emergency board meeting on 
Friday morning, it was announced the 
township hall would be closed until Monday. 

We received an unsigned letter to the editor 
on Monday, that commented on the raises 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted themselves without any discussion. 
Some people who were at the meeting in 
person said they didn’t know it happened. 

The letter writer suggested Sumpter 
taxpayers have a lot of changes to make 
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next election. The writer said there was an 
average raise of $10,000 for the elected 
officials and the writer wished the writer 
could vote such a raise for herself/himself. 
The writer made other comments and then 
suggested taxpayers call these officials and 
let their voices be heard. 

That’s always a good idea. Elected officials 
should be advised of what their constituents 
are thinking about their decisions. A pat on 
the back is good, too, when they approve of 
the actions. 

You'll notice the Belleville Planning 
Commission is having its first meeting since 
December and it’s on Zoom. The Zoom 
address is near the top of the published 
agenda, so you can watch the meeting, 
if you’re interested. The main thing on 
the agenda, besides the annual election of 
officers, is review of and possible action on 
the site plan for 510 Savage Rd., the new 
marijuana facility. 

After Monday’s 40-minute school board 
meeting at the high school, the few who 
attended walked out to find a gathering 
crowd of students who were preparing for 
a candlelight vigil for their 14-year-old 
classmate, Dacara Leatherberry. The teen 
and her mother had been stabbed to death in 
their Van Buren Township home on July 25. 

The crowd grew and grew. Students, many 
of whom hadn’t seen each other since the 
last day of school, ran into each others’

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arms and sobbed on each others’ shoulders. 
More and more people arrived. The candle 
lighting was set for 8 p.m., but it was too 
light then. 

It was after 9 p.m. before they could light 
the candles and begin their vigil. 

A mother told me that she had driven her 
daughter to a cheer competition in Knoxville 
and the teen wanted to be back for this vigil, 
so mom drove right 
back to Belleville as 
soon as the competition 
was over. She said there 
was a bridge under 
construction along the 
route, which delayed 
progress, but they made 
it. She said this time the 
BHS team came in third instead of first, the 
way they usually do. 

The vigil was announced on social media 
and the students passed the information 
along until everybody knew. And they came. 
Quite a sight to see. 

The murder suspect currently is in custody 
for a parole violation.

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Man apprehended after 
breaking into home on

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Court Watching: 
Jury found Jonathon 


Wilson not guilty of six 
criminal sexual charges

Jonathon Glenn Wilson, now aged 36, 
called the Independent last week to report 
that in 2018 a Wayne County Circuit 
Court jury found him not guilty of three 
first-degree criminal sexual conduct cases 
and three second-degree criminal sexual 
conduct charges with a person under 13. 

He complained that that the Independent 
did not report the jury verdict in 2018. 

Wilson was charged for the 2016 incidents 
in the City of Belleville. A preliminary 
exam was held Nov. 29, 2017 before 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott and one 
witness testified. 

Present at the preliminary exam were 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Bruce 
Elsey, retained defense attorney Ezra 
Goldman, Belleville Police Cpl. Todd 
Schrencengost, and defendant Wilson. 
For the exam, Judge Parrott cleared the 
courtroom of everyone except for the press 
and the four people, at the time reported to 
be supporting the witness. 

Wilson called last week to say three of 
those people were supporting him and one 
was supporting the witness. 

After the testimony, Judge Parrott 
declared there was probable cause to 
believe the crimes were committed and 
Wilson may have committed them. 
Wilson had been held in the Wayne 
County Jail without bond since his arrest 
in October and Judge Parrott continued to 
deny bond and set Wilson’s arraignment 
on the information at circuit court for Dec. 
6, 2017. Wilson was referred to pre-trial 
services for a bond review. 

Bond was set March 20, 2018 at 
$20,000/10% with a tether and no contact. 
He was found not guilty on June 21, 2018. 
He had been facing possible life in prison 
if found guilty. 

He said when someone Googles his name 
they see only the charges. He wants them 
to see the not-guilty decisions of the jury. 
Now they will. 


COVID-19 deaths 
in 48111 remain at 76, 
positive tests at 3,603 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained 
at 76 as of Monday, Aug. 9, according to the 
Wayne County Health Department. It has 
been at 76 since July 25. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 3,603 on Monday, Aug. 9, up from 
3,549 the previous Monday, Aug. 2. 

On Monday, Aug. 9, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 2,422 positive cases, 
42 deaths; city of Belleville, 501 positive 
cases, 21 deaths; and Sumpter Township 680 
positive cases, 13 deaths.

to be adopted to be eligible for American 
Rescue Plan Act funding. It does not 
conflict with the township’s existing 
Conflict of Interest Policy; 

e Approved the application for a railroad 
permit (called the Preliminary Engineering 
Force Account Estimate) for the Iron 
Belle Trail project on Norfolk Southern’s 
Great Lakes Division rail line on E. Huron 
River Drive. This permit, along with the 
engineering of the crossing, will cost 
about $25,419. Director of Public Services 
Matt Best said the township is proposing 
to construct a five-foot sidewalk addition 
as a part of the Iron Belle Trail on the E. 
Huron River Drive at-grade crossing of 
the rail line. He said railroads like to do 
everything themselves and they want to 
design their crossings. For this pedestrian 
crossing for Iron Belle Trail, they will 
design the crossing that they will allow and 
give the permit. They inspect and approve. 
It could take from six weeks to a year for 
the railroad to do the work. Clerk Wright 
said this is a “turtle-moving project” and, 
“I hope it’s complete while I can still ride 
my bike”; 

e Approved the purchase of a 2021 Smeal/ 
Spartan fire engine in the State Consortium 
Pricing of $498,648 from R&R Fire, Inc. 
of Northville. It will be paid for with 
$260,00 in the equipment replacement line 
item, plus $238,648 from the general fund 
fund-balance. Fire Chief Dave MclInally 
said Engine #1 is a 2004 Pierce and it is out 
of service. The cost to repair it exceeds the 
value of the vehicle, he said, adding that this 
purchase is part of a 25-year replacement 
plan. Chief MclInally said this demo truck 


was available and it has never seen the 
road, “brand-new off the showroom floor.” 
He said the truck was in their building and 
now it will go back to R&R for stripes and 
lettering and should be ready within 45 
days. McInally said ISO is coming out for 
a review and this new truck should help the 
township’s insurance rating; 

e Heard the new Wayne County 
Sheriff Raphael Washington introduce 
himself to the board. Chief Washington 
said Supervisor McNamara set up the 
introduction. He said he is trying to get 
to all 43 cities and townships in Wayne 
County and he’s halfway done. He said he 
is in his 38" year of law enforcement and 
he is honored to be named the replacement 
for his friend the late Benny Napoleon. 
Next year he has to run for election to 
complete the rest of Napoleon’s term. “I 
call myself a servant-leader,” he said. “I’ve 
been a servant all my life. You won’t have 
to look for a sheriff. You’ve got one.” He 
said he will come back when the township 
starts having community meetings again. 
He invited people to call him if they have 
concerns.

e Heard resident Steven Darke’s remarks 
that he enjoyed attending the Sumpter 
Road Corridor meeting and Directors Best 
and Power have done good work.

to the DDA, DDA director, and knows the 
daily operation of the DDA in community 
and economic development. Mayor Conley 
said McLean has a nice, well-rounded 
background. McGovern said this item will 
be kept on the agenda until they can see 
what the former coordinator made and see 
how to move the money from the DDA to 
the city to pay for his services.

McGovern said the 
organization sets up the event without cost 
to the city and invites vendors with vintage 
items. She said they have a great following 
and would bring a lot of people to the city. 
Mayor Conley said Finders Keepers has two 
events at the Wayne County Fairgrounds 
this year, on Aug. 22 and Oct. 17, and it 
is very well run and has a great following.

e Was alerted to the annual conference of 
the Michigan Downtown Association on 
Nov. 4 and 5 in Detroit.
